With regard there- 
fore to the Prizes already taken, we 
cannot, confiftently with his Majefty’s 
Promife, give the Whole to the Cap- 
tors; and, with regard to any future 
Prizes, I am in great doubt whether 
we ought to give them up by an efta- 
blifhed Law. His Majefty will cer- 
tainly beftow on his Seamen all the 
Encouragement which he fhall think 
they deferve, as faras the Treaties be- 
tween us and our Allies, and the Ju- 
ftice due to our injured Merchants, wi'l 
admit. There is therefore no need of 
new Laws. I am fure, his Majefty 
will never defire the leaft Advan- 
tage to himfelf, from any Prize. 
It a difcretionary Power remains in the 
Crown, the Captors may depend on Re- 
wards according to their Merit, and 
the Refidue will be either applied to 
the public Service, or given to our Mer 
chants. Whereas if, by an eftablith-

only during that War, I prefume that 
the Senate thought it unneceffary to 
provide againft Evils which might not 
happen in another.

are the moft prefling Services ; becaufe 
they muft know, better than others, 
not only the general State of the Na- 
tion, but all the particular Circum- 
ftances of it. However, Sir, if the 
Senate has any Diftruft of their Capa- 
cities, they ought to attempt a Change 
in the Adminiftration, rather than te, 
encroach on the Prerogative of the 
Crown.

make a Prey of them both. Franee is to 
Spain, what Spain is to Portugal... Spain 
can 
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can hinder Portugal from having a Com- 
munication with any other Country by 
Land, and woul@have,over-run her, had 
fhe not been prorected. by the British 
Fleet. “In the fame Manner. that Spain 
furrounds Portugal, France -{urrounds 
Spain, can ftop up her Communication 
by Land, and have her at her Mercy, unlefs 
fhe has an Ally fuperior to the French by 
Sea. But if England be deftroyed, what 
Power can proreé& her ? 

‘ Holland has been as wife as her Neigh- 
bours, fo long under the Influence of 
Frenth Counfels, that the is, in a Manner, 
fubje& to French Government. HerB 
Trade is decay’d, the Government poor, 
the Nation torn with Fa@ions, their Na- 
vy reduced to Nothing. Their Weaknefs 
is apparent enough from the late Lan- 
guage of the French, and the Silence of 
the Dutch. Their prefent Neutrality is 
riot the Refult of their Wifdom, or Com- 
plaifance, but.of their Fears. France has 
menac’d,.and Holland trembles. Their 
Barrier Towns, which coft them fo much 
to keep in repair and to pesnifon, wou’d 
ftand *em in little Stead; for, as the 
French can pour 100,c0> Men into the 
Auftrian Netherlands, they can’ over-run 
the whole Country ; and, by getting 
Poffeffion of that, they can ftarve thofe

The Foundation of a true Judgment in 
this Cafe, is contained in thefe Propofi- 
tions»—— 1. The declared Senfe of the 
Britifh Nation, at the Time of making 
the laft Treaty of Peace with France, was 
that Dunkir= fhould be no more either a 
fortified City, a fortified Port, or even. an 
anfortified Harbour. —— 2. France con- 
fenred to the Demolition of Dankirk in 
this Senfe, and engaged never to. re- 
ftore it again in any one of thefe 
Refpeéts. 

Thefe Propofitions are fully proved by 
the oth Article of the Treaty of Utrecht ; 
by which Great Britain required, and 
France confented, that all the . Fortifica- 
tions of the City of Dunkirk fhould be raz- 
éd ; thofe towards the Sea in two Months, 
thofe towards the Land in three Months. 
Thus far the Article ftipulatés the De- 
molition of Dunkirk, as a. fortified City 
and asa fortified Port, and it no more 
had been intended, no more would have 
been faid ; but the “ticle fays a great 
deal more ; it fays expreily that the Har- 
bour fhall be filled up, and that the Sluces or 
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even the.Stomes of the. Keys for fhippin 
and unjbipoing Goods,. thrown rie 
nal or Harbour, themore effectually to {poil 
the fame and render \it impraGicable. for 
the future.

By the Fourth Article of the Triple 
Alliance, the great new Sluce made at

not executing one Treaty fully, they have 
publickly violated To. They actually 
enjoy the Benefit of the Canal of Mar- 
are which was indulged to them, that 
there might remain no Colour for ever 
opening that of Dunkirk ; and in the 
midft of this Enjoyment, they have o- 
pen’d, they have repair’d that of Dun- 
kirk, and contrived their Work fo, that 
whenever they flaall think proper to fi- 
nifh it, Dunkirk will be at once a better 
Harbour than it was, when it ftcod the 
Glory of France, and the Terror of 
Britain.

“HE Cultody of the County is com. 
“I mitted tothe Sher &; the Execu- 
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tion and Return of all Writs belong te 
him ; by Virtue of which he is not only 


Returning Officer in the Ele@ion of 


Knights of the Shire, but in fome Mea- 
fure in the Eleétion of every Citizen and 
Burgefs in the whole County. He can 
haflen or delay feading the Writ to 
the proper Officer of each particular Ci- 
ty or Borough; and if there is any Dif- 
pute who that Perfon is, he: can deters 
mine it by direéting the Writ to which 
he pleafes. So that there is no Officer 
in whom greater Truft is repofed, than 
in the Sheriff, efpecialy in an Eleétion 
Year. But at another Time, when there 
is no particular Job to ferve, nocwith- 
ftanding it is an Office of great Trutt, 
yet as it is likewife attended with Hazard 
and Expence, it is generally confider’d as 
a Burthen. 
improper to give fome Account of the 
Manner in which thefe Officers were 
anciently appointed ; and the Manner in 
which they ought to be at prefent. 

Sheriffs by the common Law were 
chofen by the Freeholders, as were all 
other Officers and Minifters, who were 
inftituted cither for the Prefervation of 
the Peace of the Counties, or for Execue 
tion of Juftice. For fuch ‘formerly was 
the Happinefs of Englifh Subjects, that as 
nu Law could bind them but by the 
Confent of their Reprefentatives in Par- 
liament, fo noSLaw could be put in Exes 
cution againft them but by Perfons of 
their own choofing. But upon Pretence 
that infufficient Perfons were fometimes 
chofen to be Sheriffs, this Power of No- 
mination was by 9 E. c. 2. taken from 
the People, and placed in rhe Chancellor, 
Treafurer, Barons of the Exchequer, and 
the reft of the Juftices. Burt this Stature 
was far from remedying the pretended 
Evil, for no fooner was the Power taken 
from the Frecholdiers, but the Kings 
ufurped it to themfelves, fiom which 
there arofe a real Inconvenience: For the 
Kiigs were trequently perfwaded to 
make Grants te Sheriffs of their Baili- 
wicks for Term of Years, “ by which,” 
as is recited inthe 14 E 3. ¢. 7. ‘ they

In the Reign of Q. Mary, Daughter of

nual Oppofition, not fo much on Account 
of Religion. as from State Jealuufies : 
For Sir Thomas Wyatt died a Papift, tho” 
he made fome Pretences to Liberty of Cone 
{cience, in order to draw in the Peo- 
pie. We had a Foreign War alfo in that 
Reign, and a very Fad Iffue it had ; 
we loft Calais, and that broke the 
Queen’s Heart. Thus of old, Oppofie

In the next glorions Reign, Oppofi- 
tions were frequently attempted.

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fequences of fuffering the fundamental 
Laws of the Kingdom to come every

Ufe of that Authority vefted in her by 
the Confidence of all her People, to ftop 
Motions. of this Sort at the very Begin- 
ning : Andto this Condué it was chief- 
ly owing that fhe gcvern’d fo fteadily at 
home, and maintained the Reputation 
of her Crown fo effectually abroad.

Tb KING’s SPEECH. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Acquainted you at the Clofe of the laft Sef- 

fion of Parliament, that I was making Pre- 
patations for carrying on the juft and neceflary 
‘War, in which I am engaged, in the moft 
proper Places, and in the moft vigorous and ef- 
fe€tual Manner, For this Purpofe, ftrong Squa- 
drons were got ready, and order’dé to fail upon 
important Services, ‘both in the Weft Indies and 
Europe, with as much Expedition as the Na- 
tare of thofe Services, and the Manning of the 
Ships, would admit: A very confiderable Body 
of Land Forces wes embarked, which is to be 
joined by a great Number of my Subjects, raifed 
in Ameri¢a; arid all Things neceffary for tranf- 
porting the Troops from hence, and carrying on 
the defigned Expedition, were a long Time in 
Readinefs, and waited only for an Opportunity 
to purfue the intended Voyage. 

The feveral Incidents which have happened in 
the mean time have had ne Effeét upon me, but 
to confirm me in my Refolutions, and to deter- 
mine me to add Strength to my Armaments, 
rather than to divert or deter me from thofe juft 
and vigorous Meafures, which L am purfuing, 
for maintaining the Honour of my Crown, 
and the undoubted Rights of my People. 

The Court of ~ ow having already felt fome 
Effetts of our Refentment, began to be fenfible 
that they fhould be no longer able, alone, to de- 
fend ther-felves againft the Efforts of the Bri- 
ttfh Nation; and, if any other Power, agree- 
ahly to fome late extraordinary Proceedings, 
thould interpofe, and attempt to prefcribe or li- 
mit the Operations of the War againft my de- 
clared Enemies, the Honour and Intereft of my 
Crown and Kingdoms muft call upon us to lofe 
ma Time in putting Gurfelves into fuch a Con- 
dition, as may enable Us to repel any Infults, 
and to fruftrate any Defigns formed againt us, 
im Violation of the Faith of Treaties: And I 
hope any fuch unprecedented Steps, under what 
Colour or Pretence foever they may be taken, 
will infpire my Allies with a true Senfe of the 
common Danger, and will unite us in the Sup- 
port and Detence of the commen Caufe. 

The great and unhappy Event, of the Death 
of the late Emperor, opens a new Scene in the 
Affairs of Europe, in which all the principal 
Powers may he immediately, or confequentially, 
concerned, It is impoffible to determine what 
‘Turn the Policy, Intereft, or Ambition of the 
teveral Courts may lead them to take in this 
critical Conjunéture. It fhall be my Care, 
ftriGtly to obferve and attend-to their Motions, 
and to adhere to the Engagements I am under, 


in order to the maintaining of the Balance of G 


Power, and the Liberties of Europe; and, in 
Concert with fach Powers as are under the fame 
Ubdligations, or equally concerned to preferve the 
publick Safety and Tranquillity, to aét fuch a 
Part, as may beft coritribute to avert the immi- 
nent Dangers, that may threaten them.

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Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I have ordered Eftimates to be prepared, and 
Jaid before you, for the Service of the enfu- 
ing Year. It is always with Regret, that I ask any 
extraordinary Aids of my People; but what [ 
have already mentioned, muft be fufficien: to 
fatisfy you, that fome Augmentations will be 
neceflary, not. only for carrying on the prefent 
War with Vigour, but alfo to put Ourfelves 
in a Condition of being ‘prepared for fuch E- 
vents, as may arife in this new and uncertain 
State'of Europe. I therefore depend on your ex- 
perienced Zeal and Affeétion for me and my Go- 
vernment, your Concern for your own Safety 
and the Support of the Common Caufe, to 
grant me fuch effectual Supplies, as may be 
requifite for thefe great Ends, 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

The Scarcity of Corn which has happened 
in many Countries of Europe. has induced fe- 
veral Powers to make extraordinary Provifions, 
to obviate the ill EffeQs of that Misfortune 5 
and, tho’ in many Parts of this Kingdom, the 
Harveft has proved more favourable, yet com- 
mon Prudence calls upon us to provide, as far 
as may be, againft the Approach of fuch a Cala- 
mity. Befides, in Our prefent Circumftances, 
it would be an inexcufable Negleét, to fuffer 
Our Enemies; to be fupplied with any Kind of 
Provifions from my Dominions, and that even 


D at the Hazard of my own Subjeéts being di-

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ftreffed. Let me therefore earneftly recommend 
it to you, to cenfider of fome good Law, to pre- 
vent this growing Mifchief. 

The D)fficulties, which have been-found in 
Manning the Fleet, by the ufual Methods hi- 
therto practifed, demonftrate the Want of fome 
Parliamentary Remedy. I mutt therefore pref 
it upon you, to lofe no Time in making fuch 
Provifions, in this Refpeét, as whilft we are 
engaged in a War, in Defence of the Com-: 
merce and Navigation of this Kingdom, may 
enable the Publick to avail itfelf of thofe great 
Numbers of Seamen, which make fo valuable a 
Branch of Our’ Strength. 

The Importance of thefe Confiderations is fa 
apparent, that I need ufe no Arguments to 
convince you of the Neceffity of the utmoit Un- 
animity and Difpatch in your Proceedings.

We muft ever acknowledge it, amongft the 
wnany Inftances of your Majefty’s Firmnefs, and 
true Greatnefs of Mind, that you have not fuf- 
fered any Incidents whatfoever, to divert or de- 
ter yon from thefe Meafures: And we doubt 
not but your Enemies will foon be convinced, 
that the Security of your Majefty’s Government 
at Home, muft be ftrengthened in the Aftec- 
tions and Support of your People ; whilft 
your Squadrons art fent to diftant parts of the 
World, as well for maintaining their undoubt- 
ed Rightsand Interefts, as the Honous of yoyr 
Imperial Crown, 

Under this deep Senfe of our Obligations to 
your Majefty, permit us to offer at your Roy- 
al Feet the ftrongeft Affurances, that if any 
other Power fhould attempt to preferite or li- 
mit the Operations of the War againft your de- 
clared Enemies ; fuch an extraordinar Seond- 
ing would not fail: to create in us the higheft 
and moft becoming Indignation, and to deter. 
mine us to eoncur in ail proper Meafures, for 
vindicating and defending your Majefty’s Dig- 
nity and Honour againft any Infults, and for 
fruttrating any Defigns formed Sgainft us. 

Weare truly fenfible, thet the Death of the

To repeat the unfeigned Profeffions, that we 
have fo often made, of our unalterable Fidelity 
and Affeétion to your Majefty’s Sacred Perfon 
and Government, and our Zzal for the Conti- 
nuance of the Proteftant Succeffion in your 
Royal Houfe, may feem unneceflary, when it 
is demonftrably our effertial Intereft, as well 
as our Duty, to prefevere in thefe Principles, 
But we fhould be wanting to thofe warm Im- 
preffions, which we feel in ourfelves, if we did 
not, in this Conjunéture, declare to your Maief- 
ty, and the whole World, the fixed and unfha- 
ken Purpofe of our Hearts, to defend and 
fupport this glorious Caufe, at the Expence of 
our Blood and Treafure ; and at the fame time, 
exprefs our fincere and ardent Wifhes, that all

Your faithful Commons, with Hearts full of 
Duty and Gratitude, cannot but Acknowledge 
ton Majefty’s great Regard for the Honour and 

ntereft of thefe Kingdoms, in Equipping fuch 
ftrong Squadrons of Men of War, and Embark~ 
ing a Body ‘of Land Forces, to be joined and 
ftrengthened by a confiderable Number of your 
Maijefty’s Subjects raifed in America, in order to 
carry on the War in thofe Parts in the moft vi- 
gorous and effeétual Manner. 

We, at the fame time, beg leave to exprefs 
our moft dutiful Senfe of your Majefty’s Firm-
